‘ke Highlanders were halted, and the gruides’ 
jofautry ordered to the front and directed 
jo clear the heights on the left. . flank, 
whence the evemy kept up an irregular fire. 
his serviceable corps went up the hills in 
extended order in most workmanlike manner, 
and as the fire began to tell we could see 
tne swarms cf Swatis preparing to resist a 
closer attaok, The Borderers brought their 
Maxim's into very effective play, but the 
enemy kept well sheltered, aud were only 
driven back point by point as the © guides 
wade geod their advance. - The hills were 
diticult to climb, and the guides were a long 
time performing their task of clearing the 
sangers on the summit, . The enemy were 
incited to further resistance by their priests, 
who carried flags, and waved them at the 
rallying points. | ‘he enemy wore white 
yarments, making an effectual mark for our 
infantry. Trom these lower heights we 
could distinctly see with our glasses further 
defences in the pass itself, und they seemed 
very extensive. =. Until the heights were oceu- 
pied the Borderers remained halted, but as 
yoou a3 the guides had «accomplished their 
work . the order to advance was 
given, the © remainder = of ..the . brigade 
being by this time close up, The march up 
the valley continued cautiously, but steadily. 
Tho path gradually narrowed to w spot where 
there waa a sharp turn in the pass, and here the 
enemy had niade his strongest works. ~The 
position was admirably chosen. . It commanded 
the pass effectually, und enabled the enemy 
io work with a minimum of risk. — Sangars were 
nuwerous und amply inanned and the enemy's 
firing was continuous, and as times heavy. 
There was a proonged halt while the mountain 
batteries and machine suns were brought into 
auction. «: The execution wrought was great, 
but insuificient to brewk down - che enemy’s 
dogged resistance, » Au this stage the . first 
brigade came up in support, and more guns 
were brought into play. - “hen the Scoitish 
Borderers, the Gordon Highlanders, and the 
ord Goorkhas from the frst brigade were sent 
up the hills on the left of the pass to dislodge 
the Swatis. - But the enemy was not yet 
beaten. . Though the wulls of their sangars had 
heen destroyed, they still stood their ground 
and waited the Highlanders’ charge, tring 
steadily upon our advancing troops. . It was 
a terrible scramble up the steep hillside, but 
the Scotsmen with marvellous agility were over’ 
the rugged boulders and into the sangars in 
double-quick time. .. They aecomplished more 
with the bayonet than the guns had done all 
day, aud carried position after position with the 
greatest gallantry, . Meantime, the guides’ 
infantry had been ordered up the opposite 
flank, and carried by assault some sangars that 
had been erected upon an eminence. | tb was 
a smart piece of work, and they followed it up 
by working steadily down to the lower ridges 
beyond, “ whence they . threatened .. the 
enemy's rear, . The enemy were not slow to 
note this change, and the Highlanders, still 
charging anc cheering upon their other Hank, 
completed the discomfiture of the Swatis, They 
turned and fled, pursued by the guides a short 
distance, and at two o’olock the pass was in 
our hands. : It was a tough engagement and 
well contested. » Our men speak eulogistically 
of the prowess of the enemy, many of whom, 
especially at first, waited the charge and fought 
it ous spear against bayonet. . The general 
opinion, based upon today's fight, is that 
against artillery and good troops the hil! tribes- 
men cannos offer effectual resistance. The 
number of Swatis in the sangars at the bend of 
the pass numbered about 1,500. . We lost 40 
Men, bub the Swatis’ loss was very heavy, 
The completeness of their rout was lergely | 
due to the particularly skilled maanceuvring of 


‘the guides’ corps on the heights, © which 
threatened to -turn . the . enemy’s yposi- 
tion, - Upon inquiry I. learn’ that the 


expenditure of ammunition ways enormous. 
_ The Lee-Metford rifles and the cordita ammun- 
ton worked very successfully, and no grumb- 
ling has been heard on that score. Even the vol- 
leying was both smokeless and noiseless. ‘The 
Malakand Pass is still held by the second 
brigade. The first brigade has gono through 
with supplies, and will march to-day to the 
Wanura Ferry, on the Swat River, whieh will 
be held. The third brigade has arrived here.

My, SEXTON (N., Kerry, N.).said the most 
weighty reason for the aeceptance of the second 
reading was to be found in the state of public 
opinion in Ireland, and especially in Ulster, 
and the force of that opinion was such that 
riemlers would find themselves mistaken if 
they thought thoy could compound for their 
arsent to the second reading by obstructive 
cppesition in Commuttes, (Heir, hear.) He 
feared that the tenants would be deprived of 
the benefit of mauy of their improvements by 
the time limit fixed in the Bill, and he re- 
garded that_as an unfortunete feature of the 
Ceeastre.

fluously re-opened the Lrish land question, and 
it would have been possible to have met: the 
requirements of the case without exciting those 
bitter animosities which must arise on the 
various propositions in the Bill, and so must 
waste much time. From an English point of 
view, that was bad policy, after the promise 
in the Queen’s Speech of measures which would 
do great good to English agriculture, now lan- 
guishiug in a condition of distress unparalleled 
in recent generations. That members should be 
returned solely for the purpose of keeping in 
offics a Government favourable to the claims 
of tenants was one of the most absolutely de- 
moralising conditions of things to-which an 
electorate could be subjected. While he was 
quite willing to give the ‘tenants the — full 
‘| value of any improvements they had made, he 
could not agree that they were entitled to a 
reduction of rent on account of some sup- 
posed privilege of not being turned out with- 
out . compensation. Ags . to. improvements, 
-he could not underseand how, on any theory of 
landed property, a tenant could he entitled to 
more than tho full value of what he had put 
into the soil, _ (Hear, hear.). Men were sent 
to value Jand with no principle to guide them. 
There was no suolt thing as value of land apars 
from competition, bub the task the valuers had 
was to discover tho value, if there were rational 
Licders for i farm © (Laughter.) . Under the. 
Bill she old difficulties would return in a more 
insidious, but not less formidable, form, and 
though he assented te the -econd reading, that 
assent must not be taken as cmplying tha he. 
accepted the modificaticns of the Act of 1881, 
so hastily antrndused. (Hear, hear.) In “om- 
mittee, ard, if not then sucsessful, on the third 
reading, he woald concider it his duty to ompose 
to the utmost a policy svhich was a burden on 
the time of the British Parliament. .
